T left Mt. Sterli ng on .Tune 2flth 
and arrived at New York June 30th, 
late in the nfternoon. On July 2nd 
I went to Fort Hamilton, where T 
registered and was accepted ns one 
of the party. We were outfitted and 
for three days drilled hard and were 
taught many things of soldier life 
and scouting. It was about, so we 
were told, the same as the Hoys who 
had entered the army. When it 
cnme time for the grand parade that 
had been arranged for ns in New 
York we were all "prepared." We 
marched from 23rd street to Central 
Park, a distance of nearly 4 miles, 
carrying our packs weighing about 
50 pounds, where we were received 
by the Mayor of New York and sev- 
eral other big men nnd where we 
put on a show for the public. We 
then went to Hotel Pennsylvania for 
a farewell banquet given us by them. 
On the 6th we were taken aboard 
the United States Army Transport 
"Pocahontas," the boat was in dock 
about 5 minutes waiting for a tng 
to draw her out of the harbor. There 
were 301 boys in the party, divided 
into eight groups of about 3fi boys 
each. Troop 1 was the Denver 
Scout band of 50 boys. I was No. 
10 in Troop 2. We were all under 
the leadership of Col. fiigillint, of 
Culver Military Institute, Culver. 
Ind. During the 10 days going over 
we were drilled and practiced for 
the "Jamboree." The weather was 
fine and only one hoy got seasick 
(ne/t me). Landed at Southhampton 
on July lfith and entrained for Lon- 
don, arriving there about 1 p. m. and 
were quartered at the Y. M. C. A., 
Mildwnv Park, for about a week. 
Here we had drills and practice fot 
the Indian Pageant or Scenic Pis- 
play. While there we also met many 
of the English Scouts and made 
many trades of buttons, coins and 
badges. During the time we were 
not drilling we were on sight MM^| 
trips in London where we saw many 
historical nnd interesting pluces, in- 
cluding The Bank of England, Tow- 
er of London, Houses of Parlia- 
ment, Westminster Abbey and War- 
wick Castle. The English automo- 
biles and street curs were so funny 
and different from ours ; not nen f so 
many and running only about a third 
or half as fast.

feeling for home, In London I met 
Mr. John W. Davis, the U. S. Ambas- 
sador there, who was mighty nice to 
me.

NATIONWIDE FIGHT 
AGAINST DISEASE 

American Red Cross Win Have 
h Centers in All Parts 
of United States. 



The American Red Crois has launch- 
ed upon a nation wide campaign ot 
fighting disease and physical defect 
among the American people. A new 
and unique health Institution has come 
Into being as the result of several 
months' study by the Red Cross Health 
Service Departmeat at National Head- 
quarters. 

Officials In charge of the department 
predict that before long this new health 
activity will be In actual operation all 
over the country, and that the sign — 
"American Red Cross Health Center" 
—will become ns familiar to the peo- 
ple everywhere as are now the signs of 
the telegraph companies. 

Busy Long Before War. 

The Interest of the American Red 
Cross In the fight against disease Is 
not. however, of recent origin. Long 
before the war the organization besnn 
this health service through Us medical 
units In disaster relief work and Its 
department of Town and County Nurs- 
ing. During the war and following 
the armistice thousands of American 
R.-d Cr..«s officials have been fighting 
dlsense In the wnr-sfrlcken countries. 
At the same time tens of thousands of 
lo.nl Red Cross officials have been en- 
gaged at home flirliting disease, nota- 
bly during the Influenza epidemics. 

The Amerlcun l ed Cross has de- 
termined that all Mia valuable experi- 
ence in health service abroad and at 
homo shall not go to waste. So long 
as there are a half a million people 
dying yearly In this .country from pre- 
ventable causes, and so long as more 
than one-third of the American chil- 
dren and young people are victims of 
physical defects, the Red Cross recog- 
nizes the urgent need for continued 
Red Cross health service at home. 
How Organization Works. 

The Red Cross Health Center Is 
governed by business principles, ap- 
plies business methods, and, In Its 
more simple form, can be established 
and conducted by lay people. 

It proceeds upon the demonstrated' 
fact that health Is a "ommodlty that 
can be bought and sold like brooms 
and soap. Therefore, It establishes It- 
self in a storeroom in the principal 
business section of the community. It 
displays Its goods In the form of at- 
tractive health exhibits In Its show 
windows. It advertises constantly and 
extensively. And It uses every busi- 
ness and social device to attract cus- 
tomers. 

The Red Cross Health Center Is of 
service to the sick In that It gives ont 
reliable and complete information 
about existing clinics, hospitals, sana- 
toria and other Institutions for the sick 
and the defective; about available 
nurses, both trained and practical; 
about when to consult a physician and 
why to shun the quack and his nos- 
trums. 

Teaching Disease Prevention. 

The Red Cross Health Center Is, 
however, of even greater service to the 
well. It teaches people how to pre- 
vent sickness and disease. This Is done 
In many Interesting and attractive 
ways — first of all. by the distribution 
of popular health literature and 
through health lectures Illustrated with 
lantern slides or with health motion 
picture films. Then special exhibits are 
given, one after the other, on various 
health subjects. Practical demonstra- 
tions are made; also health playlets by 
children to interest and Instruct them- 
selves and their elders. Classes are 
organized In personal hygiene, home 
care of the sick, first aid and In food 
selection and preparation. Health 
clubs, both for younger and older peo- 
ple, are formed ; also Little Mothers' 
Leagues. Nutrition and growth clinics 
are conducted for children. 

Already more than a hundred of 
these Red Cross Health Centers are In 
actual operation throughout the couu- 
try. Many of them also conduct med- 
ical clinics, but the one chief, out- 
standing feature of the American Red 
Cross Health Center la Its health edu- 
cation service which teachea well peo- 
ple how to keep welL

NITROGEN FOR TOP DRESSING 

Experiments made have shown tio 
gain in yield from the use of com- 
mercial nitrogen applied on wheat 
in the fall, according to the latest 
report math- by the director of the 
Kentucky Experiment Station. Prof- 
itable gains have been made from 
the use of nitrogen as a top dressing 
on wheat where wheat follows corn. 
This application should he made in 
the spring as soon as growth begins 
and should I* at the rate of approx- 
imately 100 to 200 pounds of nitrate 
of soda or its equivalent, depending 
on the character of the soil and the 



'•otiilition of the wheat. The 
iments have been UUMllucted in or- 
der to answer the questions coming 
annually to the Experiment Station 
U to whether commercial nitrogen 
can he prtffltabtjf ii-ed on wheat and 
whether it should be applied in the 
spring or fall.
